These 
3,000,000 of broken chains the angels of 
heaven have been linking together, BO 
that, our American Moses might climb 
ou his self-made path, to realms of bliss 
and shake hands with his protege, our 
own Moses of old.

ferred from Parliament to the hustings. 
When the Tories assumed povrer there 
was a general, though vague idea that 
they would at once inaugurate a radical 
foreign policy, and public interest was 
centered on Parliament; but the Con- 
servatives in office have been even less 
belligerent than the Liberals were, and 
people now await new declarations of 
principles from both parties. 
Many 


members of Parliament have already 
left London, and gone to their respec- 
tive boroughs to arrange for the com- 
ing struggle. 
All indications show tbe 


next battle at the polls will be by all 
odds the severest and most closely con- 
tested which have been waged in Eug- 
Innd since the campaign of 1836. 
At 


present it would be hazardous to give 
odds on either side. The Tory political 
agents iu the provinces continue to 
send in promising reports of tbe party's 
prospects. 
Nearly every report re- 


ceived from these gentry by the Central 
Association contains confident assur- 
ances of victory in farming districts and 
mining boroughs over the Radicals, as 
the Liberals are called since the Whigs 
have been so largely superseded iu the 
management of the affairs of the Glad- 
stone party. The Conservatives have 
decided to contest every constituency 
in Great Britain where 
there is a 


shadow of a chance for success. Tory 
candidates will therefore stand for every 
constituency in England and Scotland, 
except in about forty, where the Liberals 
have such an assured ascendancy that 
it would ba a waste of; energy to try to 
beat them. Au enormous fond for de- 
fraying election expenses has already 
been accumulated by the Conservatives.

ment to the Eisteru market. 
Several 


carloads went out on Monday and more 
is to follow to-day, uud \viih each de- 
parting train. The sbeep-rui-ivrs ure 
feeling belter this year than lust, for 
the reason thnt better prices are ruling 
for their wool. Last season it went as 
low as bixteen to seventeen cents per 
pound. The wool growers said it was 
because Congress had 
b^en 
cutting 


dowu the tariff on foreign wool. It is 
rating sit the present tuna at about 
twenty-one cents per pound, an advance 
of from five to MX cents per pound, 
with mi chunpa in tbf tariff in the mean- 
time. The whole) truth oboul the matter 
is, thut tho puca of wool, like every- 
thing else, is regulated by tbe inex- 
orable couimercinl law of supply and 
dr-mnnd. 


There are only about half a dozen 


men who ship wool from Eureka. 
The 


industry in the Stito is quite extensive, 
but rnowt of the men euyngod in the 
business are located more conveniently 
to other points. 
NovuHn wool is (imong 


the very best produced in the United 
States, and this State, we are told, is 
much better adapted to sheep raising 
than any other section of the Pacific 
Coa-t. Cut we dirt not commence tbis 
article with any view of going into all 
of the details about the sheep HUMUPHB. 
Maybe we cio not know any more about 
it than any one else anyhow. Every 
sheep iu the State has been, shy of us 
since tho last election. We have uot 
seen one that dared to look us squarely 
in the face since thnt memorable event. 
They pull their own wool over their 
eyes whenever they meet us. But now 
that their fleecps have appreciated in 
spite of the tariff, perhaps noiue of them 
will muster courage to raise their heads. 
We give notice that their upologien sh ill 
be accepted. J. G. Ford anil H. P. 
Merritt are the largest wool groweis iu 
the neiehborhooil of Eureka. They will 
ship about 4.0 tons, which tit 21 cents 
per pound, amounts to $420 per ton or 
$10,800 for thH lot. Davis & Lm-kwood 
will ship from here 15 tons, S. O. Wells 
15, and John Potts 12. The entire clip 
shipped from this point will command 
over §32,000. All of the Eureka wool 
goes either to Hartford or Philadelphia. 
The Central Pacific people have also 
been doing a clever thing by the wool 
men this season. They huve given 
them a rate of $2 50 to uny of the Enst- 
eru markets from Palisade. Last year 
they paid $4 60. Aud this embraces 
about all we are prepared to say at this 
writing about wool and sheep and rates 
and things.

moved to whut, is now Windsor, Con- j 
uecticut, aud was the Surveyor of thnt j 
colony for innru than forty yoar«. He | 
was also for many years of tho time 
Town Clerk. lie wits a married miin 
when he arrived iu DoruhuHtpr, bat his 
children were all burn iu tttis country. 
His eldest sou, Suiuut-1, to.ik lands on 
the east side of (Jouuecticut rivtr, op- 
posite Windsor, which have been held 
and occupied by descendants of his to 
this day. 


I u m of the eighth generation from 


Matthew Grant, ami Huvenih from Sam- 
uel. 
Mattbew Grant's first wife died a 


few years after their settlement 
in 


Windsor, and he soon after married the 
widow Rockwell, who, with her first 
husband, had been fellow pussengers 
with him and his first wife on the fchip 
Mary and John, from Dorchester, Eng- 
land, in 1630. Mrs. Rockwell had sev- 
eral children by her first marriage, and 
others by her second. By iutermtirriuge, 
two or three generations Inter, I am de- 
scended from both the wives of Mat- 
thew Grant. 


In tbe fifth descending generation ray 


great-grandfather, Noah Grant, and bis 
younger brother, Solomon, held com- 
missions against the French aud Indi- 
ans. 
Both were killed thnt year. 


My grandfather, also named Noah, 


was then but nine years old. 
At the 


breaking out of the war of the Revolu- 
tion, after the battles of Concord and 
Lexington, he went with a Connecticut 
company to join the Continental army, 
and •vrus present at the battle of Banker 
Hill. He served until the fall of York- 
town, or through the entire Revolution- 
ary war. 
He must, however, have been 


on furlough part of the time — as I be- 
lieve most of the soldiers of that period 
were — for he married in Connecticut 
during the war, had two children, and 
•was a widower at the close.
